COMMENTS  FROM  THE  COMPTROLLER  OF  FINANCE 


The  Comptroller  is  responsible  for  preparing  the  Public  Accounts,  supervising  the  receipt, 
recording  and  proper  disposition  of  public  money  and  controlling  disbursements  from  the 
Consolidated  Fund  in  accordance  with  requirements  of  The  Department  of  Finance  Act. 

At  one  time  the  offices  of  the  Comptroller  and  the  Provincial  Auditor  were  combined  to 
provide  control  over  expenditures  and  the  reporting  thereof. 

In  1964  a Special  Committee  of  the  Legislature  was  appointed  to  examine  into  and 
evaluate  the  function,  terms  of  reference  and  methods  of  the  standing  committee  on  Public 
Accounts  and  printing. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Public  Accounts  Procedures  in  February,  1964  recommended 
inter  alia: 

1.  That  an  independent  legislative  auditor,  responsible  only  to  the  Assembly,  be  appointed, 
and  to  this  end: 

(a)  that  the  duties  of  the  Provincial  Auditor  be  changed  to  those  of  an  independent 
legislative  auditor,  auditing  the  accounts  of  the  government  on  behalf  of  the  legis- 
lature after  expenditures  have  been  made,  and  reporting  to  the  legislature  on  the 
results  of  his  audit,  and 

(b)  that  the  present  duties  of  the  Provincial  Auditor  in  control  over  disbursement 
be  transferred  to  the  Saskatchewan  Treasury  Department. 

Subsequently  The  Department  of  Finance  Act  was  amended  by  Cap.  4,  S.S.  1965  to 
give  effect  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Special  Committee. 

The  roles  of  the  Provincial  Auditor  and  the  Comptroller  were  defined  in  considerable 
detail  in  those  amendments. 

The  Comptroller’s  Office  has  a Central  Accounting  Division  which  provides  control  over 
payments  from  the  Consolidated  Fund  and  prepares  the  report  that  reflects  the  financial 
transactions  of  those  agencies  that  are  not  required  to  table  reports  to  the  Legislature. 

The  control  over  expenditures  is  maintained  by  the  operation  of  a Pre-audit  Section  which 
reviews  payments  to  ensure  that  tlie  requirements  of  The  Finance  Act  are  met.  Recent  sj’-stem 
changes  have  enabled  us  to  reduce  the  average  time  required  to  make  payments  from  64  days 
to  about  30  days. 

In  addition,  there  are  some  agencies  such  as  Crown  Corporations  that  appear  separate 
and  apart  from  the  Consolidated  Fund  — but  which  operate  with  funds  appropriated  either 
in  full  or  in  part  by  the  Legislature.  These  entities  are  physically  and  legally  separate  from 
government  departments. 

In  1974,  the  Comptroller’s  Office  was  reorganized  to  provide  impro\-ed  control  over  the 
collection,  disbursement  and  accounting  for  public  monej-  by  these  agencies  and  corporations. 

The  Comptroller’s  Office  is  responsible  for  approving  new  financial  systems  required 
by  these  agencies  to  ensure  that  sound  financial  systems  are  installed  and  maintained. 

In  1974,  in  response  to  a need  for  a Central  Registry  for  all  Cost  Sharing  Agreemaits 
between  the  Federal  Government  and  the  Government  of  Saskatchewan  and  a need  to  ensure 
that  all  expenditures  actually  incurred  on  cost  shareable  projects  were  properly  claimed,  a 
cost  sharing  section  was  formed  to  monitor  cost  sharing  agreements  and  to  ensure  that  claims 
were  made  on  a timely  basis. 

The  Comptroller’s  Office  has  also  formed  an  Accounting  Policy  Section  which  will 
develop  accounting  and  financial  guidelines  to  provide  sound  accounting  procedures  for 
government  agencies  whose  payments  are  processed  by  Central  Accounting. 

Finally,  a Legislation  Section  was  formed  to  review  all  legislation  for  financial  impli- 
cations. This  Section  provides  assistance  to  the  Legislative  Revie\v  Committee,  ensuring  that 
proposed  legislation  is  complete  from  a financial  administration  viewpoint. 
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PROVINCIAL  AUDITOR’S  REPORT 


To  the  Members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
Province  of  Saskatchewan 


I have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Consolidated  Fund  of  the  Province  of  Sask- 
atchewan and  the  schedule  of  trust  and  special  funds  under  the  management  of  the  Minister 
of  Finance  as  at  March  31,  1976  and  the  statements  of  cumulative  cash  carried  forward, 
change  in  net  assets,  budgetary  cash  inflow,  budgetar>’  cash  outflow  and  source  and  application 
of  funds,  all  for  the  year  then  ended.  My  examination  included  a general  review  of  the 
accounting  procedures  and  such  tests  of  accounting  records  and  other  supporting  evidence 
as  I considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

In  my  opinion,  and  subject  to  the  comments  in  my  report  to  the  Legislative  Assembly,  these 
financial  statements  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Consolidated  Fund  of  the 
Province  of  Saskatchewan  and  the  trust  and  special  funds  under  the  management  of  the 
Minister  of  Finance  as  at  March  31,  1976  and  the  results  of  the  Consolidated  Fund  trans- 
actions for  the  year  then  ended,  in  accordance  with  the  stated  accounting  policies  applied 
on  a basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year.

1.  Accounting  Policy 

The  accounts  of  the  Province  are  maintained  on  a modified  cash  basis  whereby  revenues  are 
recorded  as  collected  and  expenditures  are  charged  to  the  accounts  when  payments  are  made. 
The  financial  statements  reflect  the  cash-basis  accounting  with  two  major  modifications. 

Accounts  payable  at  March  31  for  which  cheques  are  issued  for  the  first  IS  days  of  April 
of  the  next  following  year  are  included  in  current-year  expenditures.  Revenues  of  the  current 
fiscal  year  that  are  received  in  the  first  15  days  of  April  of  the  next  following  fiscal  year  are 
included  in  current  year  revenue.  Information  regarding  accruals  appears  in  Section  E. 


2.  Loans,  Advances  and  Investments 


These  are  carried  at  cost  and  reflect  the  year  end  position  of  advances,  loans  to  and  invest- 
ments in  Commissions,  Corporations  and  Agencies  which  are  made  from  the  Consolidated  Fund 
without  allowances  for  their  surpluses  or  deficits.  Budgetary  cash  inflow  can  only  be  increased 
as  dividends  or  profits  are  received  from  these  enterprises. 

The  following  schedule  summarizes  the  unrecorded  equity  of  the  Province  in  Government 
enterprises  at  their  fiscal  year  ends  most  closely  coinciding  with  March  31  and  after  adjusting 
for  dividaids  in  transit :

3.  Superannuation 

Under  provisions  of  The  Public  Service  Superannuation  Act  all  contributions  are  recorded 
as  revenue  of  the  Consolidated  Fund  of  the  Province.  Payments  required  under  The  Public 
Service  Superannuation  Act  and  The  Magistrates’  Court  Act  are  recorded  as  expenditures 
for  the  year.  These  plans  are  therefore  on  a currait  cost  basis  and  no  liability  is  shown  on 
the  balance  sheet  in  respect  to  present  or  future  benefits  under  the  Acts.  Under  pirovisions 
of  The  Teachers’  Superannuation  Act  and  The  Members  of  tlie  Legislative  Assembly  Super- 
annuation Act,  all  contributions  are  paid  into  the  funds  and  allowances  and  refunds  are  paid 
out  of  the  funds.  The  most  recent  actuarial  surveys  indicate  tliat  there  are  unfunded  liabilities 
in  regard  to  past  service  benefits  as  follows :

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4.  Capital  Assets 

Since  it  is  a Government’s  role  to  provide  facilities  of  lasting  value,  such  as  buildings, 
roads,  and  other  public  works  and  since  they  will  benefit  future  tax  payers  in  a way  that  is 
not  significantly  different  from  expenditures  on  education,  research,  etc.,  fixed  assets  are 
treated  as  expenditures  of  each  fiscal  year  and  are  carried  at  a nominal  value. 

5.  Federal- Provincial  Tax  Sharing  Agreements 

iPayments  received  under  Federal-Provincial  tax  sharing  arrangements  are  subject  to 
adjustments  in  subsequent  years. 

6.  Cumulative  Cash  Carried  Forward 

A long  term  accounting  concept  was  adopted  during  the  1972-73  fiscal  year  which  reflects 
the  position  that  surpluses  or  deficits  should  be  reported  over  a period  which  coincides  with  an 
economic  cycle.  Accordingly  the  difference  between  budgetary  receipts  and  expenditures  for  a 
fiscal  year  is  presented  as  an  increase  or  decrease  to  the  “Cumulative  Cash  Carried  Forward” 
which  will  he  closed  to  “Net  Assets”  at  the  end  of  an  extended  economic  cycle. 

7.  Special  Investment  Account 

Under  section  33  (1)  of  The  Department  of  Finance  Act  a special  accotmt  was  designated 
as  the  “Special  Investment  Account.”  This  account  constitutes  a cash  reserve  and  no  part  of 
the  principle  shall  be  disbursed  except  for  the  purchase  of  securities.  At  March  31,  1976  this 
reserve  totalled  $35,845,542. 

8.  Market  Value  of  Inter  provincial  Steel  and  Pipe  Corporation  Ltd.  Shares 

The  market  value  of  the  Province’s  Investment  in  Interprovincial  Steel  and  Pipe  Corporation

Auditor's  Report 

1 have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Agricultural  Supplies  Advance  Account  as  at 
March  31,  1976  and  the  statements  of  amount  due  to  Minister  of  Finance,  income  and  changes 
in  financial  position  for  the  year  then  ended.  My  examination  included  a general  revie\v  of 
accounting  records  and  other  supporting  evidence  as  I considered  necessarj''  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  4 to  the  financial  statements  the  Advance  Account’s  inventory"  includes 
a chemical,  costing  $3,683,056,  which  is  used  primarily  for  the  control  of  grasshoppers.  Since 
there  presently  is  no  market  for  this  chemical  and  since  significant  costs  may  be  required  to 
maintain  this  chemical  in  a saleable  condition  the  Advance  Account  may  suffer  a substantial 
loss  upon  the  realization  of  this  inventory. 

In  view  of  the  possible  material  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  matters 
discussed  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  I am  unable  to  express  an  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  accompanying  financial  statemaits  present  fairly  the  Advance  Account’s  financial^  position 
as  at  March  31,  1976  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  the  source  and  application  of  its  funds 
for  the  3"ear  then  ended.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
March  31, 1976 

Accounting  policies 

(a)  Depreciation  on  equipment  is  calculated  at  the  rate  of  10%  per  annum  on  the  straight 
line  basis. 

(b)  In  arriving  at  the  cost  valuations  of  inventories  the  “average  cost’’  method  is  used. 

(c)  During  the  1975  fiscal  year  the  advance  account  was  not  charged  with  occupancy 
costs.  This  is  a change  from  the  1975  practice,  during  \vhich  time  the  advance  account 
was  charged  with  the  occupancy  costs  for  warehouse  space  for  inventory  storage.  The 
1976  practice  is  in  accordance  with  established  practice  for  advTince  accounts. 

In  addition  administrative  salaries  and  other  associated  payroll  costs  have  not  been 
charged  to  the  advance  account  as  these  costs  are  home  by  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  Finance  respectively.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS— (Concluded) 

2.  Chapter  23,  Section  12,  subsection  (2)  R.S.  1965  as  amended  by  Chapter  21,  1973-74  R.S. 
places  $6,000,000  as  the  maximum  which  at  any  time  may  be  outstanding  as  an  advance 
by  the  Minister  of  Finance  to  the  Agricultural  Supplies  Advance  Account. 

3.  Included  in  sales  and  cost  of  sales  is  an  amount  of  $376,943  representing  the  cost  and  sale 
price  of  a direct  shipment  of  chemicals  from  a chemical  manufacturer  to  the  Department 
of  Agriculture,  Province  of  Manitoba. 

4.  Inventory 

A substantial  portion  of  the  inventory  consists  of  a chemical,  costing  $3,683,056,  used 
primarily  in  the  control  of  grasshoppers.  The  chemical  was  acquired  during  the  past  three 
years  in  anticipation  of  severe  grasshopper  infestations.  Weather  conditions  in  the  spring 
and  early  summer  of  1975  and  1976  prevented  or  delayed  the  grasshopper  hatch  sufficiently 
to  reduce  or  eliminate  any  threat  of  heavy  infestations  during  19'76  and  the  immediately 
succeeding  years  in  Saskatchewan. 

As  a result  of  the  above,  a demand  for  the  chemical  does  not  currently  exist  and  future 
demand  is  dependent  upon  the  following  factors : 

'(a)  future  grasshopper  infestations  in  the  world  grain  growing  regions  and  in  particular 
ithe  Canadian  Prairies. 

'(b)  the  availability  of  alternative  chemicals  during  future  outbreaks. 

(c)  the  ability  to  maintain  or  restore  effective  strength  of  the  chemical  on  hand.  The 
chemical  deteriorates  over  time  and  must  be  reformulated.  This  reformulation  results 
in  a loss  of  quantity  available  for  sale  together  with  costs  for  labour  and  materials. 
For  the  above  reasons  a market  or  net  realizable  valuation  could  not  be  determined.  Nor 
could  the  costs  of  reformulating  be  estimated  as  the  extent  of  reformulation  will  be 
dependent  on  how  quickly  a market  is  established. 

Attempts  will  be  made  to  find  a market  in  the  ensuing  months  which  will  return  the 
present  cost  of  the  product  together  with  any  reformulating  and  sale  costs.  In  the  event 
such  a market  is  not  found  and  a loss  occurs  the  Department  of  Agriculture  Act  provides 
for  the  loss  to  be  charged  to  the  Department.  The  payment  of  the  loss  by  the  Department 
would,  however,  be  contingent  upon  the  funds  being  appropriated  by  the  Legislature.-

Auditor’s  Report 

I have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Conservation  and  Development  Advance  Account 
as  at  March  31,  1976  and  the  statements  of  income,  changes  in  financial  position  and  amount 
due  to  the  Minister  of  Finance  for  the  year  then  ended.  My  examination  included  a general 
review  of  the  accounting  procedures  and  such  tests  of  accounting  records  and  other  supporting 
evidence  as  I considered  necessary  in  the  ciraimstances. 

As  described  in  Note  1(b)  to  the  financial  statements,  the  Advance  Account  provides  for 
future  repair  and  overhaul  costs  by  means  of  a charge  to  operating  expenses  based  on 
equipment  usage.  Actual  repair  and  overliaul  expenses  are  charged  against  the  accumulated 
provision.  Recent  experience  indicates  that  inflationary-  pressures  have  prevented  the  estimation 
of  future  repair  costs  with  an  acceptable  degree  of  accuracy  and  I have  considered  it  necessary 
to  re-examine  this  practice.  My  research  indicates  that  the  present  accepted  practice  is  to  charge 
actual  repair  and  overhaul  costs  to  operations  in  the  year  the  costs  are  incurred.  If  actual 
repair  and  overhaul  costs  had  been  charged  to  operations,  net  income  for  the  year  ended 
March  31,  1976  would  have  been  decreased  by  $1,894;  net  loss  for  the  year  ended  March  31, 
1975  would  have  been  increased  by  $18,936,  the  repair  and  overhaul  provision  would  have 
been  reduced  to  nil  at  March  31,  1975  and  Marcli  31,  1976,  and  the  amount  due  to  the 
Minister  of  Finance  would  have  been  increased  by  $332,858  at  March  31,  1976  and  increased 
by  $334,752  at  March  31,  1975. 

In  my  opinion,  except  for  the  failure  to  charge  current  operations  with  actual  repair  and 
overhaul  costs  as  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  these  financial  statements  present 
fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  (Conservation  and  Development  Advance  Account  as  at 
March  31,  1976  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  the  changes  in  its  financial  position 
for  the  year  then  ended  in  accordance  with  generally  accepterl  accounting  principles  which, 
except  for  the  depreciation  adjustment  described  in  Note  2,  have  been  applied  on  a basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year.

1.  Accounting  Policies 
'(a)  Depreciation 

Machinery  and  Equipment 

Depreciation  on  machinery  and  equipment  is  determined  by  estimating  the  useful  life 
in  miles,  hours,  or  months  of  each  unit  and  allocating  the  cost  to  operations  on  the 
basis  of  usage. 

A modification  of  the  above  practice  is  employed  in  cases  where  equipment  is  not 
utilized  to  an  established  minimum.  For  the  current  year  depreciation  expense  has 
been  increased  by  $19,280  (1975 — $19,226)  for  this  imderutilization. 

Garage  Tools  and  Equipment 

Depreciation  is  calculated  on  the  Straight  line  basis  with  the  current  annual  rate 
being  20%  of  cost. 

(b)  Repair  and  Overhaul  Provision 

Incorporated  into  the  rental  rate  for  each  unit  of  machinery  and  equipment  is  an 
amount  that  should  offset  the  actual  expenditures  for  repairing  and  overhauling  that 
unit  over  its  useful  life.  Corresponding  annual  provisions  are  charged  to  operations 
with  the  credits  set  aside  in  the  ‘provision  for  repair  and  overhaul’  account.  Actual 
expenditures  are  charged  against  this  account. 

If  the  actual  repair  costs  on  a unit  are  greater  than  its  provision  at  the  year-end,  the 
excess  is  charged  to  operations.  For  the  current  year  repair  and  overhaul  expense 
has  been  increased  by  $30,632  (1975 — $10,642)  for  these  excess  charges. 

(c)  Equipment  Rental  Rates 

The  rental  rates  charged  by  the  Advance  Account  for  use  of  its  machinery  and 
equipment  are  calculated  to  return  to  the  Advance  Account  by  way  of  rentals,  suffi- 
cient funds  to  recover  the  following  Advance  Accovmt  costs. 

1)  Depreciation  provision. 

2)  Repair  and  overhaul  provision 

3)  Operating  costs  of  fuel,  oil  and  ordinary  maintenance  repairs 

4)  50%  of  the  office  salaries  and  storeroom  overhead. 

Each  of  the  foregoing  components  of  the  rental  rate  is  reviewed  annually  and  revised 
as  required  by  the  management  of  the  Advance  Account.  Approval  of  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture  is  obtained  to  authorize  the  revisions  to  the  equipment  rental  rates. 

(d)  Surcharges  on  Material  and  Labour 

1)  Material  surcharge  — a percentage  surcharge  is  applied  to  the  cost  of  material 
issued  from  the  Advance  Account  inventories  to  recover  the  costs  associated 
with  handling  the  materials. 

2)  Labour  surcharge  — a percentage  surcharge  is  applied  to  the  labour  for  custom 
work  to  recover  office  salaries,  garage  and  storeroom  overhead. 

3)  These  surcharges  are  reviewed  annually  to  determine  whether  they  have  gen- 
erated sufficient  revenue  to  recover  the  operating  costs  for  the  year. 

(e)  In  accordance  with  the  established  government  practice,  the  Advance  Account  has 
not  been  charged  with  any  occupancy  costs  and  no  provision  for  such  costs  is 
reflected  in  these  statements. 

'(f)  Section  25  of  The  Department  of  Agriculture  Act,  being  Chapter  23,  R.S.S.  1965  as 
amended  states  that  the  net  income  or  loss  of  the  Advance  Account  shall  be  paid 
into  or  charged  to  the  consolidated  fund  in  the  fiscal  year  following  that  in  which 
the  net  income  or  loss  resulted. 

2.  Review  of  Depreciation  Provision 

In  recent  years  the  underutilization  of  a number  of  units  has  resulted  in  lower  depreciation 
charges  to  the  extent  that  a review  of  the  accumulated  depreciation  was  considered 
necessary.  This  review  resulted  in  an  additional  charge  to  depreciation  expense  of  $42,949 
for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1976. 

3.  Inventory  of  Repair  Parts,  Etc. 

A review  of  the  stores  stock  disclosed  that  a number  of  pumps  were  considered  obsolete. 
The  result  is  an  increase  in  the  allowance  for  obsolete  stock  of  $5,600  for  the  year  ended 
March  31,  1976  and  the  corresponding  charge  to  operations.

1.  Accounting  policies 

(a)  Depreciation  on  office  and  warehouse  equipment  is  calculated  at  the  rate  of  10% 
per  annum  on  the  straight  line  basis. 

(b)  In  arriving  at  the  cost  valuations  of  inventories  of  water  and  sewerage  materials  and 
equipment  the  “first  in  — first  out”  method  is  used. 

(c)  In  accordance  with  established  government  practice  the  Advance  Account  has  not  been 
charged  with  any  occupancy  costs  as  these  costs  are  borne  by  the  Department  of 
Government  Services. 

In  addition  administrative  salaries  and  other  associated  payroll  costs  have  not  been 
charged  to  the  Advance  Account  as  these  costs  are  borne  by  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  Finance  respectively. 

(d)  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Department  to  charge  Mexabition  operations  with  a portion  of 
■the  salaries  and  travelling  expenses  of  head  office  employees  involved  in  the  operation 
of  the  Mexabitions. 

2.  Chapter  224,  Section  8,  subsection  (2)  places  $3,000,000  as  the  maximum  which  may  at  any

In  my  report  dated  September  24,  1975  concerning  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1975 
I stated  that  I was  unable  to  verify  accounts  payable  shown  on  the  balance  sheet  in  the  amount 
of  $638,951.  The  accounting  records  of  the  agency  indicated  that  a total  of  $638,951  was 
payable  to  suppliers  at  March  31,  1975  but  a liability  of  only  $447,899  could  be  verified  as  at 
that  date.  The  liabilities,  expenses  and  reported  net  loss  of  the  Agency  could,  therefore,  have 
been  overstated  by  as  much  as  $191,052  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1975. 

In  my  opinion,  subject  to  the  effect  of  any  adjustments  to  the  1976  statements  of  income, 
changes  in  financial  position  and  amount  due  to  the  Minister  of  Finance  which  might  have  been 
required  had  there  been  sufficient  information  available  to  verify  the  opening  accounts  payable 
referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  these  financial  statements  present  fairly  the  financial 
position  of  the  Central  Vehicle  Agency  Advance  Account  as  at  March  31,  1976  and  the  results 
of  its  operations  and  the  changes  in  its  financial  position  for  the  year  then  ended  in  accordance 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a basis  consistent  with  that  of  the 
preceding  year.

1.  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Depreciation  on  vehicles  is  calculated  at  the  rate  of  1.625%  of  cost  per  month. 
Depreciation  on  aircraft  is  determined  by  estimating  the  useful  life  of  each  aircraft 
and  allocating  on  a straight  line  basis  the  total  cost  less  a residual  value  of  10% 
Over  its  estimated  useful  life.  Current  annual  rates  are  10%  of  cost. 

(b)  In  accordance  with  the  established  government  practice,  the  advance  account  has  not 
been  charged  with  any  occupancy  costs  and  no  provision  for  such  costs  is  reflected  in 
these  statements. 

(c)  The  accumulated  provision  for  aircraft  engine  overhaul  represents  the  normal  cost  of 
engine  overhaul  allocated  to  the  number  of  operating  hours  allowed  by  the  Ministry- 
of  Transport  before  an  engine  is  required  to  be  overhauled.  Current  rates  vary  from 
$3.47  to  $6.00  per  hour.

Accounting  policies 

a)  Depreciation  of  machinery  and  equipment  and  office  equipment  has  been  provided  for 
on  a straight  line  basis  at  the  rate  of  10%  per  annum. 

b)  Except  for  certain  expenses  of  power  and  building  and  grounds  maintenance  which  are 
included  in  the  operating  statement  for  the  Echo  Valley  Centre,  the  Advance  Account 
has  not  been  charged  occupancy  costs  for  the  accommodation  used  in  its  operations 
nor  has  it  been  charged  for  general  administrative  services  provided  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Government  Services  in  accordance  with  established  government  policy.  No 
provision  for  such  costs  is  reflected  in  these  financial  statements. 

c)  Section  34  of  The  Public  Works  Act,  being  Chapter  35,  R.S.S.  1965,  as  amended 
by  Chapter  79,  S.S.  1973  states  that  the  net  income  or  loss  of  the  Advance  Account 
shall  be  paid  into  or  charged  to  the  Consolidated  Fund  in  the  next  fiscal  year.

d)  Effective  April  1,  1974,  certain  equipment  utilized  by  the  Echo  Valley  Centre  was 
recorded  in  the  accounts  of  the  Advance  Account  at  its  estimated  cost  of  $22,735 
less  accumulated  depreciation  of  $15,182  in  accordance  with  recommendations  of  the 
Comptroller’s  Office  and  is  reflected  in  Statement  4.  Treasury  Board  Regulation  No. 
109  directs  that  the  amoimt  of  depreciation  that  is  recorded  on  assets  acquired  from 
a department  at  no  cost  should  be  shown  as  a revenue  item  on  the  financial  statements 
with  a corresponding  reduction  in  the  amount  due  to  the  Minister  of  Finance.

March  31, 1976 

1.  Accounting  policies 

(a)  Depreciation  charged  for  the  year  is  determined  by  allocating  on  a straight  line  basis 
the  total  cost  of  each  item  of  equipment  over  its  estimated  useful  life.  The  current  rate 
is  15%  per  annum. 

'(b)  In  accordance  with  the  established  government  practice  the  advance  account  has  not 
been  charged  with  any  occupancy  costs  and  no  provision  for  such  costs  is  reflected 
’in  these  statements.  These  costs  together  with  certain  undetermined  costs  for  accounting 
and  administrative  services  have  been  borne  by  the  Department  of  Government  Services. 

(c)  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  6F  of  the  Department  of  Government 
Services  Act,  1972,  the  net  income  (loss)  of  the  Advance  Account  is  paid  to 
(recovered  from)  the  Department  of  (Sovemment  Services  in  the  next  fiscal  year.

2.  Effective  April  1,  1975,  in  accordance  with  approved  Treasury  Board  recommendations, 
the  Advance  Account  was  authorized : 

(1)  to  take  over  and  acquire  ownership  of  all  commonly  used  business  machines  previously 
owned  by  departments 

(2)  to  place  orders  for  additional  and  replacement  units  of  office  equipment  and  to 
dispose  of  equipment  being  replaced 

(3)  to  provide  in-house  servicing  and  preventative  maintenance  of  equipment  located  in 
Regina. 

It  was  intended  that  the  costs  of  the  machine  rental  program  would  be  recovered  from 
departments  by  charging  a monthly  rental  fee. 

Tn  accordance  with  the  above  authority,  the  Advance  Account  acquired  office  machines 
and  equipment  throughout  the  fiscal  year  and  incurred  costs  associated  with  the  servicing 
function.  Near  the  end  of  the  year  a decision  was  taken  to  discontinue  the  operation  of  the 
office  equipment  program.  No  rental  fees  had  yet  been  charged  to  user  agencies  at  the 
time  the  decision  was  taken  and  none  were  subsequently  charged.  Approval  was  later 
received  for  special  warrants  whicli  would  permit  the  Department  of  Government  Services 
to  purchase  in  1976/77  all  the  equipment  acquired  by  the  Advance  Account  in  1975/76. 
The  cost  of  this  equipment,  totalling  $966,005,  is  described  as  ‘accounts  receivable  — other’.

Auditor’s  Report 

I have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Highways  Advance  Account  as  at  March  31, 
1976  and  the  statements  of  income,  changes  in  financial  position  and  amount  due  to  the 
Minister  of  Finance  for  the  year  then  ended.  My  examination  included  a general  review  of 
the  accounting  procedures  and  such  tests  of  accounting  records  and  other  supporting  evidence 
as  I considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  1(b)  to  the  financial  statements,  and  on  the  statement  of  income, 
the  Advance  Account  provides  for  future  repair  and  overhaul  costs  by  means  of  a charge 
to  operating  expenses  based  on  equipment  usage.  Actual  repair  and  overhaul  expenses 
are  charged  against  the  accumulated  provision.  Recent  experience  indicates  that  inflationary 
pressures  have  prevented  the  estimation  of  future  repair  costs  with  an  acceptable 
degree  of  accuracy  and  I have  considered  it  necessary  to  re-examine  this  practice.  My 
research  indicates  that  the  present  accepted  practice  is  to  charge  actual  repair  and  overhaul 
costs  to  operations  in  the  year  the  costs  are  incurred.  If  actual  repair  and  overhaul  costs  had 
been  charged  to  operations,  net  income  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1976  would  have  been 
higher  by  $271,804;  net  income  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1975  would  have  been  lower 
by  $1,030,100  and  the  amount  due  to  the  Minister  of  Finance  would  have  been  higher  by 
$303,014  at  March  31,  1976  and  higher  by  $31,210  at  March  31,  1975. 

In  my  opinion,  except  for  the  failure  to  charge  current  operations  with  actual  repair 
and  overhaul  costs  as  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  these  financial  statements 
present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Highways  Advance  Account  as  at  March  31,  1976 
and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  the  changes  in  its  financial  position  for  the  year  then 
ended  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a basis  consistent 
with  that  of  the  preceding  year.

March  31,  1976 


1,  Accounting  Policies: 

The  accounting  policies  for  the  Highways  Advance  Account  are  set  forth  in  the  Regu- 
lations for  the  Highway  Advance  Account  provided  by  Order-in-Council  No.  1231  issued 
on  September  14,  1973  under  the  provisions  of  Section  21A  of  The  Highways  Act. 
Briefly  stated,  the  regulations  provide  that  the  services  offered  by  the  advance  account 
shall  be  charged  to  the  user  at  rates  sufficient  to  recover  the  costs  of  providing  those 
services. 

Significant  accounting  policies  included  in  the  regulations  and  applied  during  the  year  are 
as  follows : 

(a)  Depreciation 

Construction  and  Maintenance  Equipment 

Each  category  of  this  equipment  is  depreciated  on  a unit  of  use  basis  (hours,  miles, 
etc.).  The  depreciation  rate  per  unit  of  use  is  calculated  to  recover  the  capital  cost  of 
that  equipment,  less  residual  value,  over  the  life  expectancy  of  the  equipment. 

Other  Equipment 

10%  per  annum  — items  costing  $100.00  or  less  fully  depreciated  in  the  year  of 
acquisition. 

(b)  Repair  and  Overhaul  Provision 

Incorporated  into  the  rental  rate  for  each  unit  of  construction  and  maintenance 
equipment  there  is  an  amount  that  should  offset  the  actual  expenditures  for  repairing 
and  overhauhng  that  equipment  unit  over  its  useful  life.  Corresponding  annual  pro- 
visions are  charged  to  operations  with  the  credits  set  aside  in  the  ‘accumulated 
provision  for  repair  and  overhaul’  account.  Actual  expenditures  are  charged  against 
rliis  account. 

The  accumulated  provision  for  repair  and  overhaul  is  reviewed  annually  for  each 
category  of  equipment  and,  if  warranted,  revisions  are  made  to  the  repair  and  overhaul 
component  of  the  rental  rate  for  the  following  year  as  well  as  to  the  current  pro- 
vision charged  to  operations  in  that  year. 

(c)  Equipment  Rental  Rates 

The  rental  rates  charged  by  the  advance  account  for  use  of  its  construction  and 
maintenance  equipment  are  calculated  to  return  to  the  advance  account  by  way  of 
rentals,  sufficient  funds  to  recover  the  following  advance  account  costs. 

(a)  Depreciation  provision 

'(b)  Repair  and  overhaul  provision 

(c)  Operating  costs  of  fuel,  oil  and  ordinary'  maintenance  repairs. 

(d)  Administration  costs  of  the  advance  account  office  together  with  travelling 
expenses  of  field  mechanics  incurred  in  repairing  equipment  in  the  field. 

Each  of  the  foregoing  components  of  the  rental  rate  is  reviewed  annually  and  revised 
as  required  by  the  management  of  the  advance  account.  Approval  of  the  Minister 
of  Highways  and  Transportation  is  obtained  to  authorize  the  revisions  to  the  equipment 
rental  rates. 

A modification  of  the  above  practice  is  employed  in  cases  where  ecpupment  is  not 
utilized  to  an  established  minimum.  In  such  situations  the  Department  of  Highways 
and  occasionally  others  are  billed  for  the  depreciation  and  administration  components 
of  the  rental  rate  to  the  extent  of  the  underutilization.  This  portion  of  gross  revenue 
amounted  to  approximately  $276,000  in  the  current  year  (1975  — $176,000). 

(d)  Surcharges  on  Material  and  Labour 

1)  Material  surcharge — A percentage  surcharge  is  applied  to  the  cost  of  material 
issued  from  the  advance  account  inventories  to  recover  the  advance  account  costs 
associated  with  handling  the  materials. 

2)  Labour  surcharge  — A surcharge  is  applied  to  each  hour  of  productive  lalx)ur 
performed  on  construction  and  maintenance  equipment  to  recover  the  operating 
costs  of  the  ecpiipment  repair  depots  located  in  each  warehouse  site. 

3)  The  material  and  labour  surcharges  are  reviewed  annually  to  determine  whether 
thej’  have  generated  sufficient  revenue  to  recover  the  warehouse  operating  costs  for 
the  year.  On  the  findings  of  this  review  and  considering  the  projected  activities 
for  the  following  year,  management  determines  whether  or  not  the  .surcharge 
rates  should  be  revised.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
March  31,  1976 

Accounting  Policies 

a)  Depreciation 

Construction  equipment  — depreciated  on  a unit  of  use  basis  (hours,  miles,  etc.). 
The  depreciation  rate  per  unit  of  use  is  calculated  to  recover  the  capital  cost  of  that 
equipment,  less  residual  value,  over  the  life  expectancy  of  the  equipment. 

Radio  and  other  equipment  — depreciated  on  a straight-line  basis  over  the  estimated 
useful  life  of  the  equipment.  Current  annual  rates  vary  from  8 to  10%  of  cost. 

b)  Effective  April  1,  1975  the  scope  of  the  advance  account  was  expanded  to  include  the 
operations  of  the  Department  of  Northern  Saskatchewan  — Radio  Branch.  In 
association  with  this  expansion  in  activity  the  net  assets  Of  the  branch  were  acquired 
and  are  reflected  in  the  records  of  the  advance  account  as  described  in  Statement  4. 

c)  Treasury  Board  Regulation  109  directs  that  the  amount  of  depreciation  that  is 
recorded  on  assets  acquired  at  no  cost  from  a department  should  be  shown  as  a 
revenue  item  on  the  financial  statements  with  a corresponding  reduction  in  the  amount 
due  to  the  Minister  of  Finance.  This  amount  is  reflected  in  the  accounts  under  the 
caption  “Revaluation  of  fixed  assets”.

1.  Accounting  Policies — (Condtided) 

d)  In  accordance  with  established  practice  the  advance  account  occupied  building  space 
and  received  certain  accounting  and  administrative  services  (including  postage)  for 
which  no  charge  was  made.  No  provision  for  such  costs  is  reflected  in  these  state- 
ments. 

e)  Section  15(4)  of  the  Northern  Saskatchewan  Economic  Development  Act,  being 
Chapter  71,  S.S.  1973-74  states  that  the  net  income  or  loss  of  the  Advance  Account 
shall  be  paid  into  or  charged  to  the  consolidated  fund  in  the  fiscal  year  in  which 
the  net  income  or  loss  occurred.

Depreciation  has  been  provided  for  in  accordance  with  Note  1(a)  and  amounted  to  $661,836 
in  the  current  year  (1975  — $498,169). 

3.  Bad  debt  recoveries 

An  analysis  of  accounts  receivable  at  March  31,  1976  revealed  that  a number  of  out- 
standing accounts  previously  considered  doubtful  and  charged  to  bad  debt  expense  in 
prior  periods  had  been  collected  or  were  reconsidered  as  collectible.  Consequently  the 
allowance  for  doubtful  accounts  was  decreased  resulting  in  a net  bad  debt  recovery 
dn  the  construction  division. 

4.  Repair  and  overhaul 

Prior  to  April  1,  1974  a repair  and  overhaul  provision  was  created  by  charging  to 
operations  an  amount  which  was  determined  by  applying  a rate  to  equipment  usage  for 
the  period.  Actual  repair  and  overhaul  costs  incurred  w^ere  charged  against  the  provision. 
At  March  31,  1974,  the  accumulated  repair  and  overhaul  provision  was  $99,104  and 
consequently  net  income  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1975  was  increased  by  this  amount 
since  it  was  applied  to  reduce  actual  repair  and  overhaul  costs  for  the  1974-75  year.

Auditor’s  Report 

I have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Northern  Housing  Advance  Account  as  at  March 
31,  1976  and  the  statements  of  income,  changes  in  financial  position  and  amount  due  to  Minister 
of  Finance  for  the  year  then  end^.  My  examination  included  a general  review  of  the 
accounting  procdures  and  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  other  supporting  evidence 
as  I considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

In  accordance  with  agreements  entered  into  between  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing 
Corporation,  Canada  and  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan,  the  Province  and  the  Corporation 
have  co-operated  for  several  years  in  the  construction  and  financing  of  houses  for  sale  to  eligible 
residents  of  northern  Saskatchewan.  The  Corporation  provides  75%  of  the  mortgage  financing 
and  the  Province  provides  2S'%.  Under  terms  of  the  agreements,  net  cash  colllections  are 
shared  in  the  same  ratio  as  the  original  mortgage  financing  and  the  Corporation’s  portion  is 
recorded  as  a corresponding  reduction  in  C.M.H.C.  participation.  Interest  charges  as  pre- 
computed on  C.M.H.C.  amortization  schedules  are  recorded  as  increases  in  C.M.H.C. 
participation.  The  Corporation  is  apparently  reimbursed  in  full  by  way  of  federal  subsidies 
for  deficiencies  in  payments  due  under  those  schedules  although  no  portion  of  these  subsidies 
is  recorded  in  the  Advance  Account  records.  In  addition,  the  amount  of  the  original  C.M.H.C. 
participation  has  not  been  consistently  recorded  in  situations  where  sales  and  mortgage  financing 
arrangements  were  not  consummated  at  the  time  of  house  completion.  Because  of  these 
complexities,  the  extent  of  C.M.H.C.  participation  in  loans  receivable  as  currently  recorded 
cannot  be  readily  confirmed.  Until  such  time  as  intent  of  the  agreement  is  clarified  with  regard 
to  these  matters,  there  is  not  sufficient  information  to  verify  the  extent  of  C.M.H.C. 
participation  in  loans  receivable. 

In  my  opinion,  subject  to  the  determination  of  the  extent  of  C.M.H.C.  participation  in  loans 
receivable  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  these  financial  statements  present  fairly 
the  financial  position  of  the  Advance  Accoimt  as  at  March  31,  1976  and  the  results  of  its 
operations  for  the  year  then  ended  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles 
applied,  after  giving  retroactive  effect  to  the  change  in  revenue  recognition  policy  as  outlined 
in  Note  1(e)  to  the  financial  statements,  on  a basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
March  21, 1976 

Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Depreciation 

Buildings,  machinery  and  other  equipment  are  depreciated  on  a straight-line  basis  over 
the  estimated  useful  life  of  the  asset.  Current  annual  rates  vary  from  10,%  to  20%  of 
cost. 

(b)  Loans  Receivable  — Federal-Provincial  Projects 

In  accordance  with  agreements  entered  into  between  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing 
Corporation,  Canada  and  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan,  the  Province  and  the  Cor- 
poration have  co-operated  for  several  years  in  the  construction  and  financing  of 
houses  for  sale  to  eligible  residents  of  northern  Saskatchewan.  The  Corporation  provides 
75%  of  the  mortgage  financing  and  the  Province  provides  25%.  Under  terms  of  the 
agreements,  net  cash  collections  are  shared  in  the  same  ratio  as  the  original  mortgage 
financing  and  the  Corporation’s  portion  is  recorded  as  a cdrresponding  reduction  in 
C.M.H.C.  participation.  Interest  charges  as  precomputed  on  C.M.H.C.  amortization 
schedules  are  recorded  as  increases  in  C.M.H.C.  participation. 

(c)  In  accordance  with  established  practice  the  advance  account  occupied  building  space 
and  received  cdrtain  accounting  and  administrative  services  (including  postage)  for 
which  no  charge  was  made.  No.  provision  for  such  costs  is  reflected  in  these  statements. 

1(d)  Section  20(4)  of  the  Northern  Saskatchewan  Economic  Development  Act,  being 
Chapter  71,  S.S.  1973-74  states  that  the  net  income  (loss)  of  the  Advance  Account  shall 
be  paid  into  (charged  to)  the  consolidated  fund  in  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  income 
or  loss  occurred. 

(e)  Revenue,  consisting  of  an  amount  equivalent  to  actual  labour,  materials  and  other 
costs  plus  a predetermined  markup  on  each,  is  recognized  in  the  Advance  Account 
records  as  costs  are  incurred,  except  for  staff  housing  projects  as  described  in  Note  7. 
For  the  year  ended  March  31,  1975  labour  and  certain  material  costs  were  not 
recognized  as  sales  when  costs  were  incurred.  In  order  to  restate  comparative  figures 
in  conformity  with  1976  presentation  sales  and  cost  of  sales  for  the  1975  year  have 
each  been  increased  by  $4,148,052.

2.  Agreements  for  Sale 

This  amount  represents  houses  sold  for  which  settlement  has  not  been  finalized  with 
Central  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation  at  the  year-end.  Upon  finalization,  this 
amount  will  be  transferred  to  ‘Loans  Receivable  — Federal- Provincial  Projects’.  As  at 
March  31,  1976  ‘Agreements  for  Sale’  includes  an  amount  of  $3,902,855  which  represents 
loans  not  finalized  but  for  wliich,  together  with  loans  processed  in  the  1975-76  fiscal  year, 
the  details  are  shown  in  the  schedule  of  other  payments  (Schedule  1).  This  treatment 
constitutes  a departure  from  the  maimer  in  which  the  details  of  pajTnents  were  presented 
in  previous  years  when  only  the  details  of  finalized  loans  were  reflected  as  payments  of 
the  Advance  Account.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
March  31, 1976 

1.  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Loans  bear  interest  at  a rate  established  by  order  of  the  Minister  of  Northern 
Saskatchewan  and  are  normally  repayable  over  terms  not  exceeding  10  years.  Security 
On  individual  loans  varies  according  to  what  is  considered  adequate  in  the  particular 
circumstances,  and  includes  promissory  notes,  mortgages  on  real  property,  chattel 
niortgages  as  well  as  insurance  on  the  assets  and  on  the  lives  of  the  borrowers. 

'(b)  Provision  for  uncollectible  loans 

The  allowances  were  determined  by  personnel  of  the  Department  of  Northern  Sask- 
atchewan through  an  analysis  of  each  loan,  taking  into  account  the  repayment  history 
and  other  relevant  information  about  the  operation  of  each  loan  applicant. 

(c)  All  administrative  expenses  of  the  Advance  Account  are  absorbed  by  the  Department 
of  Northern  Saskatchewan. 

2.  Disposition  of  Profits  and  Losses 

The  Northern  Saskatchewan  Economic  Development  Advance  Account  was  established 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Northern  Saskatchewan  Economic  Development  Act,  1974. 
The  Act  requires  that  profits  or  losses  of  the  Advance  Account  are  to  be  paid  over  or 
received  from  the  Department  of  Northern  Saskatchewan  in  the  same  fiscal  year. 

3.  Advances  from  the  Minister  of  Finance 

The  Northern  Saskatchewan  Economic  Development  Act,  1974,  Section  9 (3)  places 
$5,000,0.00  as  the  maximum  amount  which  may  at  any  time  be  outstanding  as  an  advance 
by  the  Minister  of  Finance  to  the  Northern  Saskatchewan  Economic  Development  Advance 
Account.

1.  Accounting  policies 

(a)  The  scope  of  the  Commercial  Advance  Account  has  been  expanded  to  reflect  a more 
complete  picture  of  the  revenues  and  expenditures  of  the  Provincial  Park  system 
but  docs  not  include  the  salaries  of  any  head  office  administrative  staff,  park

1.  Accounting  Policies — (Concluded) 

superintendents,  park  naturalists  or  other  permanent  staff  employed  in  the  parks. 
Costs  relating  to  the  development  of  land  or  original  expenditure  of  a capital  nature 
such  as  new  buildings  are  not  charged  to  the  Advance  Account  but  are  included  in 
the  capital  appropriations  of  the  Department  of  Government  Services  or  the  Depart- 
ment of  Tourism  and  Renewable  Resources. 

During  1975-76  the  Advance  Account  was  expanded  to  include  the  labour  costs  for 
swimming,  skiing  and  waterfront  facilities,  night  watchmen,  mechanics,  cottage 
services  and  gathering  of  firewood.  These  additional  labour  costs  amounted  to 
$522,731.  The  expansion  and  the  transfer  of  equipment  from  the  Department  (see 
Note  2)  have  resulted  in  increased  costs  of  gas,  oil  and  grease;  repair  and 
maintenance;  travel,  sustenance  and  vehicle  expense;  supplies  and  other  expenses. 
The  additional  revenues  credited  to  the  Advance  Account  due  to  the  expansion  were:

(b)  In  accordance  with  the  established  government  practice,  the  Advance  Account  has  not 
been  charged  with  any  occupancy  costs  and  no  provision  for  such  costs  is  reflected 
in  these  statements. 

(c)  Depreciation  on  the  equipment  and  furnishings  is  on  the  straight  line  basis  with  the 
current  annual  rate  being  15%  for  equipment  and  10%  for  furnishings. 

(d)  Section  23  of  The  Department  of  Tourism  and  Renewable  Resources  Act,  being 
Chapter  31,  S.S.  1973-74  states  that  the  net  income  or  loss  of  the  Advance  Account 
shall  be  paid  into  or  charged  to  the  consolidated  fund  in  the  fiscal  year  in  which 
the  net  income  or  loss  occurred. 

2.  Equipment  and  furnishings  (with  unit  cost  over  $100)  that  were  purchased  in  prior 
years  out  of  the  appropriation  of  the  Department  but  used  in  the  operations  of  the 
parks  were  transferred  to  the  Advance  Account  in  1975-76.  The  value  of  these  items 
was  $2,684,570  and  was  based  on  the  estimated  replacement  cost.  Estimated  depreciation 
on  these  transferred  items  in  the  amount  of  $1,186,055  was  set  up  in  the  records  of  the 
Advance  Account. 

3.  Treasury  Board  Regulation  109  directs  that  the  amount  of  depreciation  that  is  recorded 
on  the  assets  acquired  at  no  cost  from  the  Department  should  be  shown  as  a revenue 
item  on  the  financial  statements  and  a reduction  in  the  amount  Due  to  the  Minister  of 
Einance.  This  has  been  done  by  showing  revenue  of  $358,723  in  the  account  ‘Revaluation 
of  fixed  assets’.

Auditor’s  Report 

I have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Forest  Protection  and  Development  Advance 
Account  as  at  March  31,  1976  and  the  statements  of  income,  changes  in  financial  position  and 
amount  due  to  Minister  of  Finance  for  the  year  then  ended.  My  examination  included  a general 
review  of  the  accounting  procedures  and  such  tests  of  accounting  records  and  other  supporting 
evidence  as  I considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  1(b)  to  the  financial  statements,  the  Advance  Account  provides  for 
future  repair  and  overhaul  costs  by  means  of  a charge  to  operating  expenses  based  on  equip- 
ment usage.  Actual  repair  and  overhaul  expenses  are  charged  against  the  accumulated  provision. 
Recent  experience  indicates  that  inflationary  pressures  have  prevaited  the  estimation  of  future 
repair  costs  with  an  acceptable  degree  of  accuracy  and  I have  considered  it  necessary  to  re- 
examine this  practice.  My  research  indicates  that  the  presait  accepted  practice  is  to  charge 
actual  repair  and  overhaul  costs  to  operations  in  the  year  the  costs  are  incurred.  If  actual 
repair  and  overhaul  costs  had  been  charged  to  operations  the  net  loss  for  the  j-ear  would 
have  been  lower  by  $13,524;  net  income  for  the  year  aided  March  31,  1975  would  have  beai 
lower  by  $39,085  and  the  amount  due  to  the  Minister  of  Finance  would  have  beai  higher  by 
$79,674  at  March  31,  1976  and  higher  by  $66,150  at  March  31,  1975. 

In  my  opinion,  except  for  the  failure  to  charge  currait  operations  with  actual  repair  and 
overhaul  costs  as  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph  these  financial  statements  present 
fairly  the  financial  position  of  The  Forest  Protection  and  Developmait  Advance  Account  as 
at  March  31,  1976  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  the  changes  in  its  financial  position 
for  the  year  then  aided  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applietl  on 
a basis  consistait  with  that  of  the  preceding  year.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
March  31,  1976 

Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Depreciation  on  construction  equipment  is  determined  by  estimating  the  useful  life 
in  miles,  hours,  or  months  of  each  unit  and  allocating  the  cost  to  operations  on  the 
basis  of  usage. 

Depreciation  on  garage,  shop  and  office  equipment  is  calculated  on  the  straight  line 
basis  with  the  current  annual  rale  being  10%  of  cost. 

(b)  Repair  and  overhaul  provision 

The  advance  account  provides  for  the  cost  of  repair  and  overhaul  of  equipment  by 
charging  to  operations  an  amount  which  is  determined  by  applying  a rate  to  equip- 
ment usage  for  the  year.  Actual  repair  costs  are  then  charged  to  the  accumulated 
provision  for  repair  and  overhaul. 

The  amount  charged  to  1975-76  operations  by  means  of  the  repair  and  overhaul  pro- 
vision exceeded  actual  costs  by  $13,524,  whereas  in  1974-75  actual  expenses  exceeded 
the  amount  provided  by  $39,085. 

i(c)  In  accordance  with  the  established  government  practice,  the  advance  account  has 
not  been  charged  with  any  occupancy  costs  and  no  provision  for  such  costs  is  reflected 
in  these  statements. 

(d)  Section  23  of  The  Department  of  Tourism  and  Renewable  Resources  Act,  being 
Chapter  31,  S.S.  1973-74  states  that  the  net  income  or  loss  of  the  advance  account 
shall  be  paid  into  or  charged  to  the  consolidated  fund  in  the  fiscal  year  in  which 
the  net  income  or  loss  resulted.

The  Education  and  Health  Tax  Act

0/C  1436/67  authorizes  remissions  of  taxes  payable  under  The  Education  and  Health 
Tax  Act,  R.S.S.  1965  on  mobile  capital  equipment  employed  by  the  oil  and  potash  industry 
in  oil  and  potash  exploration  as  follows : 

1.  — (a)  Tax  payable  on  the  value  of  mobile  capital  equipment  brought  into  the 
Province  for  use  in  oil  and  ^tash  exploration  consisting  of  drilling  rigs  and  service 
rigs  such  as  seismic,  cementing,  electrologing,  and  other  similar  equipment  and  the 
trucks  forming  part  thereof  which  are  permanently  mounted  with  such  equipment. 

(b)  Tax  payable  on  the  rental  of  mobile  capital  equipment  for  use  in  oil  and  potash 
exploration  consisting  of  _ drilling  rigs  and  service  rigs  such  as  seismic,  cementing, 
electrologing,  and  other  similar  equipment  and  the  trucks  forming  part  thereof  which 
are  permanently  mounted  with  such  equipment,  but  not  including  specialty  tools  and 
instruments  attached  to  the  drilling  rig  when  leased  from  a lessor. 

(c)  Tax  payable  on  mobile  capital  equipment  purchased  or  owned  by  a resident  of 
Saskatchewan  for  use  in  oil  and  potash  exploration  consisting  of  drilling  rigs,  and 
service  rigs  such  as  seismic,  cementing,  electrologing,  and  other  similar  equipment  and 
the  trucks  forming  part  thereof  which  are  permanently  mounted  with  such  equipment, 
but  not  including  unmounted  trucks,  passenger  vehicles,  trailers,  tractors,  and  oil  field 
and  potash  production  installations.  The  Provincial  Treasurer  must  be  satisfied  that  such 
equipment  comes  within  this  provision  before  any  remission  can  be  claimed. 

2.  The  tax  payable  on  the  value  of  capital  equipment  coming  within  Section  2 
brought  into  the  Province  as  a replacement  of  the  equipment  previously  brought  m 
provided  such  replacement  is  capitalized  in  the  company  records  and  the  Provincial 
Treasurer  is  satisfied  that  it  is  a proper  capital  charge  and  not  an  expense  item. 

3.  The  remissions  provided  in  Section  1 shall  be  subject  to  the  condition  that  the 
right  to  any  remission  provided  for  herein  shall  be  conditional  upon  the  Provincial 
Treasurer  being  satisfied  that  the  item  claimed  to  be  exempt  comes  within  Section  1 
hereof.

United  Directional  Drilling  Limited - - $ 2,381.99 

Under  Authority  of  Order  in  Council  1863/74 

0/C  1863/74  authorizes  the  remitting  to  persons  engaged  in  farming  in  Saskatchewan 
the  tax  imposed  upon  them  pursuant  to  subsection  (1)  or  subsection  (2)  of  Section  5,  or 
paid  by  them  pursuant  to  subsection  (8)  of  Section  5 of  The  Education  and  Health  Tax  Act 
where  the  tangible  personal  property  in  respect  of  which  the  tax  was  imposed  was :

1.  Change  in  Accounting  Policy

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
December  21,  1975 

1.  Officials  of  the  Trust  Fund  estimate  that  collection  of  tax  arrears  amounting  to  approxi- 
mately 26%  of  local  development  taxes  receivable  are  doubtful. 

As  any  allowance  for  non-collection  of  taxes  would  serve  to  reduce  the  trust  liabilities  to 
Local  Development  Areas  and  the  Northern  School  Board  prior  to  cancellation  of  taxes,  no 
allowances  are  reflected  in  the  1975  financial  statements. 

2.  Pelican  Narrows  Water  System 

The  costs  of  operating  the  Pelican  Narrows  Water  System  are  borne  by  the  Project 
Management  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Northern  Saskatchewan  but  the  Trust  Account 
is  billing  users  of  the  system  and  recording  the  revenue. 

3.  Hospitalization  and  Medicare  Premiums  Receivable 

In  1975,  officials  of  the  Trust  Account  initiated  action  to  write  off  outstanding  hospital 
and  medical  care  insurance  premiums  which  had  been  prepaid  on  behalf  of  residents 
of  northern  Saskatchewan.  Treasury  Board  approval  to  write  off  balances  totalling 
$203,345  was  granted  December  22,  1975  and  approval  of  the  Board  of  Revenue  Com- 
missioners was  subsequently  obtained.

The  fund  is  to  be  used  during  the  period  April  1,  1974  to 
March  31,  1979  inclusive  to  assist  mimicipalities  to  acquire,  construct  and  equip  capital  works.

In  my  opinion  these  financial  statements  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Energy- 
and  Resource  Development  Fund  as  at  March  31,  1976  and  the  results  of  its  cash  transactions 
for  the  year  then  ended  in  accordance  with  the  stated  accounting  policies  applied  on  a basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
March  31,  1976 

1.  The  Energy  and  Resource  Development  Fund  was  established  under  the  authority  of 
Section  15  of  The  Oil  and  Gas  Conservation,  Stabilization  and  Development  Act,  Chapter  72, 
S.S.  1973-74  as  amended  by  Chapter  73,  S.S.  1973-74.  Effective  January  1,  1974  the  mineral 
income  tax  imposed  by  thk  act  and  the  royalty  surcharge  imposed  by  the  Petroleum  and 
Natural  Gas  Regulations  made  under  The  Mineral  Resources  Act,  Chapter  56,  R.S.S.  1965 
are  required  to  be  paid  into  the  Fund.  In  addition  the  Minister  of  Mineral  Resources  was 
authorized  by  Section  63A  of  the  regulations  to  pay  all  or  any  portion  of  the  proceeds  of 
regular  crown  royalties  into  the  Fund.  In  accordance  with  this  authority  it  was  ordered  in 
January  1975  that  all  of  the  regular  crown  oil  roj^alties  receivable  in  the  months  of  January, 
February  and  March,  1975  be  deposited  in  the  Energy  and  Resource  Development  Fund. 

2.  Accounting  Policy 

The  accounts  of  the  fund  are  rnaintained  on  a modified  cash  basis  whereby  revenues  are 
recorded  as  collected  and  expenditures  are  recorded  when  pajments  are  made.  The  financial 
statements  reflect  the  cash  basis  of  accounting  with  one  major  modification. 

Revenues  of  the  current  fiscal  year  that  are  received  in  the  first  fifteen  days  of  April  of 
the  next  following  fiscal  year  are  included  in  current  year  revenue.  Revenues  for  production 
periods  prior  to  March  31  which  were  collected  after  April  15  and  are  not  included  in  these 
statements  totalled  approximately  $8.7  million. 

3.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Parts  II  and  V of  the  Oil  and  Gas  Exploration, 
Development  and  Production  Incentive  Regulations  1974,  certain  reductions  in  mineral 
income  tax  and  royalty  surcharge  are  permitted  in  respect  of  approved  expenditures  made 
by  royalty  payers  and  operators. 

4.  Section  15(4)  of  The  Oil  and  Gas,  Conservation,  Stabilization  and  Development  Act  provides 
that  Treasury  Board  may  order  that  any  moneys  in  the  Fund  considered  by  it  to  be  in  excess 
of  what  may  be  required  for  the  purposes  of  the  Fund  be  paid  to  tlie  Alinister  of  Finance 
for  deposit  in  the  (Consolidated  Fund.  Pursuant  to  this  autliority  Treasury  Board  ordered 
that  a sum  of  $35,000,000  be  transferred  from  the  Energy'  and  Resource  Development  Fund 
to  the  Consolidated  Fund  in  the  1975-76  year. 

5.  Subsequent  Event 

By  OrdeT-in-Council  effective  November  1,  1976  the  provision  for  imposition  of  the  royalty 
surcharge  tmder  the  Petroleum  and  Natural  Gas  Regulations  1969  as  referred  to  in  Note  1 
was  rescinded  and  replaced  by  a mcKlification  of  the  existing  structure  for  regular  crown 
royalties.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
For  the  Year  Ended  March  31,  1976 


1.  Accounting  Policy 

(a)  Depreciation  of  buildings  has  been  calculated  at  rates  of  2^2%  and  5%  which 
are  based  on  the  estimated  useful  life  of  the  buildings.  Depreciation  of  equipment 
has  been  calculated  at  a rate  of  15%  which  is  based  on  the  estimated  useful  life  of 
the  equipment. 

(b)  Treasury  Board  Regulation  41,  1974-75  issued  pursuant  to  Section  209  of 
The  Liquor  Act,  Chapter  382,  R.S.S.  1965  amended  Treasuiy^  Board  Regulation 
99  and  authorized  the  payment  by  the  Liquor  Board  of  certain  expenses  relative  to 
the  enforcement  of  provisions  of  The  Liquor  Act  commencing  with  the  fiscal  vear 
1975-76. 

_As  a result  of  this  order  the  accounts  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1976  include 
the  following  expenses :

(c)  Prior  to  April  1,  1975  the  accounts  of  the  Liquor  Board  included  a mark 
up  on  the  cost  of  wines  and  spirits  charged  from  the  warehouse  and  central  beer  order 
offices  respectively  to  the  liquor  stores. 

Effective  April  1,  1975  the  Liquor  Board  directed  that  this  policy  be  discontinued. 
The  accounts  for  the  previous  year  ended  March  31,  1975  have  been  adjusted  for 
comparison  purposes. 

2.  Contingenc>'  Reserve 

Section  210,  The  Liquor  Act,  Chapter  382,  R.S.S.  1965  provides  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a reserve  to  meet  any  loss  which  may  be  incurred  by  the  Province  if  the 
system  or  any  store  is  discontinued. 

3.  Reserve  for  Acquisition  of  Buildings  and  Sites 

The  reserve  for  acquisition  of  buildings  and  sites  represented  funds  appropriated 
from  earnings  equivalent  to  the  total  cost  of  the  buildings  and  sites.  As  at  March  31, 
1976,  this  policy  was  discontinued  and  the  amount  set  up  in  the  reserve  was  transferred  to 
unappropriated  retained  earnings. 

4.  Due  from  Consolidated  Fund 

This  amount  represents  funds  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Liquor  Board  in  the 
Consolidated  Fund  of  the  Province  within  the  provisions  of  Sections  207  and  214  of 
The  Liquor  Act  and  Treasury  Board  regulation  74B.  Tliis  amount  which  is  non- 
interest bearing  may  be  reduced  as  decisions  are  made  by  Treasury  Board  concerning 
the  disposition  of  profits  under  Section  210  of  The  Liquor  Act.

December  31,  1975 

1.  Statement  of  Accounting  Policies 
Bond  and  Debenture  Investments 

Bond  and  debenture  investments  are  valued  at  par  plus  or  minus  unamortized  premiums  or 
discounts.  Premiums  or  discounts  are  amortized  on  a straight-line  basis  over  the  term  of  tlie 
investments. 

2.  Benefits  for  Service  Under  Former  Act 

Under  Section  19  of  The  Municipal  Employees’  Superannuation  Act,  1973,  die  Annuity 
Accounts  continue  to  earn  interest  at  a rate  determined  by  the  Commission.  The  rate  for 
1975  is  S]/i%  which  is  the  same  as  the  rate  for  1974. 

3.  Actuarial  Evaluation 

Beginning  July  1,  1973  members  of  the  Plan  are  entitled  to  pension  benefits  calculated  on 
the  basis  of  years  of  service  since  July  1,  1973  and  six  years  average  highest  salary.  For 
service  prior  to  July  1,  1973  pensions  are  based  on  accumulated  contributions  plus  interest. 
An  actuarial  survey  is  currently  being  done  to  determine  whether  or  not  all  pension 
obligations  of  the  Fund  are  fully  funded. 

4.  The  financial  statements  do  not  include  the  cost  of  furniture  and  office  space  provided  by 
the  Department  of  Government  Services  nor  the  costs  of  administration  which  are  borne  by 
the  Departmait  of  Municipal  Affairs.

1.  AccoiHiting  Policies  and  Practices 

(1)  Fixed  assets  are  accounted  for  by  means  of  the  Capital  Fund.  All  purchases  of 
fixed  assets  are  charged  as  an  expense  against  operations  in  the  year  of  purchase  and  are 
therefore  not  depreciated, 

(2)  The  Trust  Fund  has  been  set  up  to  account  for  receipts  from  packers  on  accoimt 
of  hog  purchases  by  the  packers  from  producers  and  for  making  payments  to  producers, 
truckers  assemblers  and  insurance  companies.  Balances  in  the  Trust  Fund,  representing  the 
Commission’s  earnings,  are  transferred  each  month  to  the  Operating  Fund. 

2.  Long  Term  Agreement 

On  July  10,  1974  an  agreement  was  entered  into  with  Saskatchewan  Telecommunications, 
whereby  the  Commission  agreed  to  rent  certain  telecommunication  service  and  equipment 
for  a rental  charge  of  $1,238.00  per  month  over  a period  of  36  months  from  the  date 
of  installation  If  the  agreement  is  terminated  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  fixed  term, 
the  Commission  will  be  liable  for  a charge  of  $1,063.00  for  each  of  the  months  remaining 


in  the  agreement.

NOTE  TO  THE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
December  31, 1975 

Note:  On  May  6th,  1975  the  Natural  Products  Marketing  Council  approved  an  order,  by 

the  Saskatchewan  Sheep  and  Wool  Marketing  Commission,  on  Transportation  and 
Equalization  Policy.  Under  this  order  the  Commission  will  reimburse  truckers  for 
transportation  of  slaughter  lambs  and  slaughter  sheep  from  designated  assembly  points 
to  provincial  borders. 

During  the  year  ended  December  31,  1975  the  Commission  received  a grant  of 
$40,000  from  the  Provincial  Government  for  purposes  of  making  these  equalization 
payments. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Commission  to  defer  the  unused  portion  of  this  grant  and 
to  take  into  revenue  an  amount  equal  to  the  equalization  payments  made  during  the  year.
